W eller rejoined tha t Hill, during 
the last session of congress, read 
into the C ongressional Record, as 
speeches, ev erything he w anted to 
say to the M aryland v oters, and 
now Is sending out the C ongression­ 
al Record under his frank . 
The nub of it Is tha t W eller es­ 
tim ates 
H ill’s 
cam paign 
postage 
stam p bill would hav e been $22,000 
if he’d paid for his outgoing mail.

If W eller's figure is right as to 
H ill and if other congressm en are 
as free w ith their correspondence 
as he, w e begin to see one reason 
why there’s a postal deficit. 
T he term s of 32 senators and 435 
representativ es 
expire 
sim ultane­ 
ously biennially. 
M ultiply $22,000 by 
their

—467—and you get $10,274,000, or 
$5, 137,000 a year which the postof­

A t least theoretically, a w et house 
of representativ es is a possibility, 
b ut not a w et senate, unless some 
dry senators flop ov er to the w et 
side. 
All the representativ es go out of 
office a t once b u t only one-third of 
the senators. 
C onsequently, 
if the w ets

num erous enough, they can change 
the com plexion of the low er house 
a t a single election. 
They can change senators, how ­ 
ev er, only a third a t a tim e.

The steam auto mo biles o f a decade o r two ag o 
hav e v anished, but they may co me back. 
The lat­ 
est thing alo ng this line is a steam-pro pelled bus, fo r 
which these claims are made: 
“ The new car can accelerate fro m sto p to full 
speed witho ut a jerk, under the wo rst traffic co ndi­ 
tio ns. 
It can maintain a speed o f o ne-quarter to o ne- 
half mile an ho ur under any ro ad co nditio n. 
Ev en 
o n do wn g rades the bus can be co ntro lled o r bro ug ht 
to a dead sto p by the eng ine alo ne. 
No brakes are 
necessary .” 
This leav es a mo to rist a bit dizzy . 
Co nsider the 
further statements that the steam car has pisto ns 
and cy linders rev o lv ing aro und a fix ed shaft, and the 
fire is electrically co ntro lled and fed by a fuel spray , 
and the car is started by turning a switch and “ step­ 
ping o n the steam,” and there is no starter, carbure­ 
to r o r g ear-shift, and g enerally speaking , it has the 
pep o f the g as eng ine with the flex ibility and smo o th­ 
ness o f the steam eng ine. 
If all this is true, the new bus sho uld be po pular. 
And if there can be such a marv el in a public bus, 
its principles may be applied to the priv ate bus. 
The 
steam eng ine may no t be o bso lete y et fo r a while. 


PATIENT'S 
BED 
NEEDS 
CONSIDERATION 
Th e invalid in a h ospital is deposited on a bed 
wh ich h as been carefu lly designed by h ospital en­ 
g ineers for h ospital pu rposes. 
It is narrow so one 
m ay pass easily on each side of it and m ay reach 
th e patient w ith ou t too m u ch difficu lty . 
Th e spring s are su fficiently tig h t to prevent sa g ­ 
ging; th e castors are larg e so th a t th e bed m ay 
be easily moved w ith th e patient in jt; eith er end 
m ay be raised, since in some diseases it is necessary 
to h ave eith er th e h ead or th e feet elevated. 
In th e m ag azine pu blish ed for th e h ospital order­ 
lies of th e U nited States navy , one of th e boy s tens' 
of h is first ex periences in th e service. 
Among th e 
earliest of h is du ties w as th e m aking u p of a bed 
for an invalid. 
It w as m u ch th e kind of bed th a t 
any m an su cceeds in m aking u p w ith ou t facilities 
or adequ ate instru ction. 
How ever, h e received an 
ex cellent dem onstration 
from 
th e 
ph y sician 
in 
ch arg e of th e w ard and th e su g g estions are so prac­ 
tical th a t m any h ou sew ives m ig h t give th em a t­ 
tention. 
“H ave every th ing at h and before y ou begin,” h e 
say s, “and see th at th e room is su fficiently w arm 
to prevent ch illing of th e patient. 
Do not beat u p 
th e pillows on th e patients bed wh ile h e Is in it, 
and never lean on a bed, jerk or tou ch It u nneces­ 
sarily w h ile it is occu pied. 
“Presu m ing th at th e bed is being prepared for th e 
first tim e, place all th e linen a t th e h ead of th e 
bed. 
A ru bber sh eet is placed over th e m attress a t 
th e portion w h ich is likely to become soiled. 
If 
th e patient is going to be bath ed in bed, it m ay 
be necessary to h ave a ru bber sh eet covering th e 
entire m attress. 
“Take a sh eet and spread it over th e m attress 
w ith abou t a foot m arg in at th e h ead, sm ooth it ou t 
and tu ck th e m arg in and sides u nder th e m at­ 
tress, place anoth er sh eet on th e bed w ith th e foot 
of m arg in a t th e opposite end. 
“If an ex tra sh eet is to be u sed, it Is folded leng th ­ 
wise and placed arou nd th e middle, at 
th e 
point 
w h ere th e patient’s bu ttocks rest. 
T h is is especially 
desirable If th e patient is going to be in bed for a 
lc 
tim e. 
“A fter sm ooth ing ou t th e top sh eet, a blanket is 
placed on th e bed and tu cked in a t th e foot and on 
th e sides, and th en th e cou nterpane or bed spread 
is placed on top and th e end tu rned back and fold­ 
ed u nder th e m attress, like th e flap on an envelope. 
Su ch a bed m akes a neat appearance and is ex ­ 
trem ely com fortable for th e patient. 
“Th e 
h ospital 
beds 
are 
prepared 
so 
th at 
th e 
patient m ay recline flat or sit partially or completely 
with a rest for th e back and h ead. 
Su ch rests are. 
now m ade by Bu rgical su pply h ou ses for a d apta ­ 
tion to any bed. 
T h ey afford a va st am ou nt of 
comfort to an invalid.”

THE LEGION IN FRANCE 


There has been so me talk o f the American Leg io n, 
which has planned to ho ld its 1 9 2 7 co nv entio n in 
France, taking it so mewhere else because o f French 
demo nstratio ns lately ag ainst Americans. 
The ev idence o f unfriendliness and ho stility re­ 
po rted fro m France naturally sug g est such a chang e. 
M any Americans feel that it wo uld be unwise fo r o ur 
serv ice men to g o there en masse when such feeling 
prev ails, because it mig ht be embarrassing o n bo th 
sides and mig ht ev en lead to v io lent co nflict. 
The two big French so ldier o rg anizatio ns, ho wev er, 
deprecate any such actio n, insisting that the ho s­ 
tile demo nstratio ns ag ainst Americans hav e been ex ­ 
ag g erated, that they will all be g lad to see their 
American “ buddies” and that no thing but co urtesy 
and friendliness need be ex pected. 
This is prcbably true. 
Ho wev er, the French civ il- 
ians m ay feel, the French so ldiers do ubtless realize 
what the American tro o ps did fo r France, and it is 
hardly likely their v isit wo uld be made unpleasant.
